faculty and particularly to an 
area co ntemplating annex a­ 
tio n as if we are already de­ 
funct. If I were a pro spectiv e 
student, I'm no t sure I wo uld 
want to enro ll in a dy ing insti­ 
tutio n.” 
Freshman 
trustee 
Tho mas 
Walter, Dix o n, who unsuccess­ 
fully tried to get the letter read 
during the bo ard meeting, de­ 
clares there is a need to realign 
prio rities no t to lo o k fo r way s to 
cut back o n pro grams. 
Walter 
argues 
students 
sho uld be the co llege’s number 
o ne prio rity ; that teachers 
sho uld be seco nd; administra­ 
tio n and clerical staff third, and 
last buildings and gro unds. 
Mrs. Perkins co ntends, 
“ While we can no lo nger af­ 
fo rd a co mplete business-as- 
usual attitude, neither do we 
want to curtail ev erthing that 
makes us a co llege Instead o f 
a co rrespo ndence scho o l.” 
Walter suggests, "To limit 
enro llment, retrench pro grams, 
o r to dro p co urses is taking a 
step backward, and in direct 
co nflict with o ur v ery reaso n fo r 
ex istence,” which he say s is to 
serv e students. 
Adding a v o ice to the clamo r 
no t to hang the crepe o v er SVC 
is chairman o f the Faculty 
Co uncil at the Co llege, Kathry n 
Lilly man, who wro te to Dr. Ed­ 
ward J . Sabo l, president, “ We 
take pride in o ur wo rk; we also 
hav e enjo y ed and ho pe to enjo y 
in the future the ex citement o f 
being part o f a gro wing, v ital in- 
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stitutio n which has beco me a 
reaso n fo r pride in tho se who 
hav e taken co urses at SVC. We 
watch o ur students co mpare fa­ 
v o rably and ex cel when they 
transfer to senio r co llege insti­ 
tutio ns. To read in the newspa­ 
pers that we are do o msday - 
bo und is ex tremely po o r public 
relatio ns and serv es to let do wn 
the suppo rters which SVC has 
gained in its staff and the co m­ 
munities it serv es.” 
The Faculty Co uncil chair­ 
man suggest to Dr. Sabo l, 
” We feel that in o rder to be fi­ 
nancially healthy the co llege 
must hav e mo re students and 
we are quite willing to go 
abo ut creating a mo re po si­ 
tiv e image which co uld be 
headlined, ‘SVC faculty backs 
student recruitment.* ” 
She writes, “ We do no t sit at 
o ppo site ends o f the table with 
trustees and clo se o ur ey es to 
the difficulties, but neither do 
we clo se them to o ur respo nsi­ 
bilities as staff members who 
must help engender the image 
o f a healthy institutio n. With 
this end in mind, we are willing 
to attempt to sell the co llege, a 
v ery go o d item to sell in 197 1, 
and wo rk to ward a marked in­ 
crease in student enro llment.” 
This attitude seems to co ncur 
with Walter who co ntends stu­ 
dents are the number o ne prio r­ 
ity o f SVC, and with Mrs. Perk­ 
ins’ co ntentio n, "Any lo ss o f en­ 
ro llment wo uld o bv io usly hin­ 
der us sev erely .” 
In spreading scarce do llars 
in so me balanced way , trus­ 
tees may be well adv ised to 
co nsider that educatio n takes 
place where students and a 
teacher meet; that a place o f 
meeting is needed, and that to 
get students and teachers to ­ 
gether at an appo inted place 
requires administratio n. 
To so rt o ut prio rities as Wal­ 
ter asserts sho uld be do ne, with 
distributio ns o f funds made ac­ 
co rding to the weight o f impo r­ 
tance o f each catego ry . 
Administratio ns o ften co me 
o ut best in curtailments and 
student pro grams suffer cuts 
no t warranted had there been 
administrativ e cutbacks also .

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63 dead, 461 injured as 
Chile is hit by quake 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — A 
sev ere earthquake ro lled acro ss 
central Chile during the night 
and the go v ernment anno unced 
to day the to ll sto o d at 6 3 dead 
and 4 6 1 injured. 
Chile’s main po rt o f Valpa­ 
raiso o n the Pacific co ast ap­ 
peared to be amo ng the cities 
hardest hit. Rescue o fficials 
there repo rted 25 dead and 
abo ut 300 injured. 
Info rmatio n o n damage and 
the number o f v ictims still was 
sketchy , with many co mmu­ 
nities iso lated by landslides. 
The Thursday night quake 
also was felt thro ugh much o f 
Argentina acro ss the Andes, 
but no casualties o r majo r 
damage were repo rted there. 


Co mmunicatio ns 
were still 
shaky o r disrupted with the 
areas no rth o f Santiago that 
were hit hardest, and there was 
no wo rd o n pro perty damage. It 
was feared that the casualty 
to ll wo uld rise as mo re repo rts 
came in. 
Seismo graphs in Santiago and 
abro ad measured the quake at 
a fo rce o f aro und 7 o n the Rich­ 
ter scale, but go v ernment o ffi­ 
cials said it registered 10 in the 
areas hardest hit. This is an 
unusually 
high 
reading—the 
Alaska quake o f 196 4 registered 
8 .25 —and there was speculatio n 
that the repo rt might be an ex ­ 
aggeratio n. 
Chile’s 
fo ur 
central 
pro v ­ 
inces, where fo ur millio n peo ple 


liv e, were declared an emer­ 
gency zo ne, and po lice and 
armed fo rces mo v ed in to pro ­ 
v ide fo o d and medical relief. 
President Salv ado r Allende 
went o n the air and pleaded fo r 
calm. He planned a helico pter 
to ur o f the disaster area to day . 
Seismo graphs abro ad lo cated 
the tremo r’s epicenter near 
Valparaiso , Chile’s seco nd larg­ 
est city , o n the co ast 6 0 miles 
no rthwest o f the capital. But 
the interio r minister said the 
quake was stro ngest in the 
to wns o f Illapel, Barbala and 
Salamanca, 125 miles no rth o f 
Santiago . 
The earthquake struck at 
11:03 p.m. as mo st o f San­ 
tiago ’s 3 millio n peo ple were 


eating their usual late-night 
dinners. 
Frightened 
cro wds 
po ured into the streets, and the 
po wer co mpany cut o ff the 
electricity to prev ent fires. The 
lights were o ut fo r nearly an 
ho ur, and telepho ne serv ice and 
internatio nal 
co mmunicatio ns 
were cut fo r an ho ur and a 
half. 
Walls cracked and windo ws 
bro ke do wnto wn buildings. Sev ­ 
eral water mains bro ke, send­ 
ing water spurting into the co ld 
air o f the winter night. Co rn­ 
ices crashed do wn fro m build­ 
ings. Panicky mo to rists injured 
sev eral perso ns in the dark. 
President Allende went o n the 
air immediately to reassure the 
public; the po pulace listened o n 


transisto r radio s. “ Stay in y o ur 
ho mes,” the president said. 
"Take care o f y o ur fam ilies.” 
But cro wds huddled in the 
streets. 
There was a panicky rush fo r 
ex ists in a mo v ie theater. One 
man died o f a heart attack, and 
abo ut 30 o ther perso ns were in­ 
jured.

The nation has undergone—is 
still going through—a traumatic ex­ 
perience as a result of disclosures by 
the New York Times and other 
newspapers from the Defense 
Department’s secret history of the 
Vietnam war, the government’s 
attempts to stop further publication 
and the Supreme Court’s decision 
reaffirming press freedom. 
On the one hand the public has 
been 
flooded almost daily with 
column after column of revelations 
about decisions made at the very 
highest governmental levels before 
and during this country’s massive 
military commitment to the defense 
of South Vietnam. 
It 
has, 
for 
many 
people, 
amounted almost to a case of in­ 
formational overkill. It has been too 
much to absorb and evaluate in a 
few short weeks. 
The ordinary person, unless he 
has studied the stories carefully— 
which he probably has not—and 
weighed them against other inside 
history—which he cannot because he 
does not have access to it—is left 
only with the vague or angry or dis­ 
gusted feeling that he has been 
duped and deceived by men in whom 
the American people placed their 
trust and upon whom they conferred 
immense power for good or ill. 
It is a feeling of deception cruelly 
compounded by the fact that the 
reasonings and strategies detailed in 
the Pentagon papers can be plainly 
seen in the light of history to have 
been woefully incorrect, terribly 
wasteful of the nation’s blood and 
treasure and, perhaps worst of all, 
frighteningly corrosive in their 
effect upon the national soul. 
In view of this, and in view of its 
failure to suppress the Pentagon 
papers, the wisest thing the Nixon 
administration could do at this time 
might be to make available even 
more materials relating to the 
Vietnam entanglement. For that 
entanglement was not the work of a 
small circle of men around Lyndon 
B. Johnson deliberately plotting war 
but the outcome of policies devised 
and followed through a succession of 


four administrations in the sincere 
belief that they served the nation’s 
best interests. 
Such an action might do more to 
protect the national security in the 
larger sense and in the longer run 
than continued attempts to keep the 
full story from the people. 
Yet on the other hand, the 
judicial climax of this affair ought to 
have a tremendously bracing effect 
upon Americans. This is still a 
rather terrific country. The truth 
does out, eventually, and certain 
fundamental values of the Republic 
do prevail, ultimately, among which 
is the right of the people to be in­ 
formed and the right of a free press 
to inform them. 
As Justice Hugo L. Black stated 
in his opinion, “ In my view, far from 
deserving condemnation for their 
courageous reporting, the New York 
Times, Washington Post and other 
newspapers should be commended 
for serving the purpose that the 
founding fathers saw so clearly. In 
revealing the workings of govern­ 
ment that led to the Vietnam war, 
the newspapers nobly did precisely 
that which the founders hoped and 
trusted they would do.” 
This 
does 
not 
mean 
that 
newspapers can do no wrong and 
that governments should have no 
secrets. But there has never been an 
instance in our history where a 
newspaper has revealed a secret 
that caused “ irreparable damage” 
to the United States. Just the op­ 
posite—there are any number of in­ 
stances where newspapers have 
voluntarily censored stories which 
in 
their 
judgment 
or 
on 
the 
government’s advice they deemed 
might aid and abet an enemy. 
The danger has always been from 
too much official secrecy, not from 
too great a journalistic zeal to ferret 
out the secrets. 
Historians of the future may well 
regard 
the 
Supreme 
Court’s 
upholding of the First Amendment 
in the case of the Pentagon papers as 
having been far more significant 
than what was contained in the 
papers themselves. 
LBJ and Viet bombing 


Since the New York Times 
published the Pentagon papers on 
our Vietnam war involvement, the 
winds have been angrily howling the 
name of Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Wisconsin Democrats in convention 
have resoundingly condemned him 
for “ having deceived the American 
public.” 
The Wisconsin stirring is clearly 
the consequence of the conviction 
there and elsewhere that the Times’ 
report “ proves” Johnson decided on 
Sept. 
7, 
1946, 
to 
bomb 
North 
Vietnam, but withheld word while 
telling voters in the 1964 campaign 
he would do no such thing. 
But of course the 
Pentagon 
papers and the Times do not say 
that. On June 14, the newspaper said 
“ the 
Johnson 
adm inistration 
reached a ‘general consensus’ at a 
White House strategy meeting’’ on 
that date “ the air attacks against 
North Vietnam would probably have 
to be launched.” 
Nowhere in the vast torrent of 
published words is it said that John­ 
son so decided, either on Sept. 7 or 
any other date short of Feb. 6, 1965, 
when bombers were in fact ordered 
to hit North Vietnam. 
What we may be dealing with 
here, in part, are Johnson’s possible 
misperceptions of himself as a deci­ 
sionmaker. 
He perceives himself as a man 
who truly has not finally decided 
anything until a decision is about to 
be executed. 
When 
he first 
took 
office, 
reporters who tried to characterize 
his “ presidential mind’’ came up. 
almost universally, with this: 
At some point in the hard give- 
and-take on an issue, having heard 
his advisers talk it out. he chose his 
course. 
He may or may not have been 
impressed with a “ consensus” 
among his advisers. He may or may 
not have read or heard what par­ 
ticular men offered. Top aide Max­ 
well Taylor in those early days is 
said to have written him two or three 
memos a week. Private word is LC J 
never read them. 


A key factor, possibly unique 
with him: Once having decided, the 
matter is not closed. He always 
tested his choices endlessly, indulg­ 
ing in midnight telephone mara­ 
thons with favored consultants 
(among them Clark Gifford, Abe 
Fortas, James Rowe, Arthur Dean), 
agonizing with his old Senate 
friends, poring over fresh materials, 
rechecking his aides. 


On Feb. 6,1965, with the order to 
bomb North Vietnam ready to go, 
the then Defense Secretary Robert 
McNamara asked the President if he 
could have a couple of minutes to 
say one last thing. As Roberts has it 
in his book, “ L B J’s Inner Circle,” 
the President replied: 


“ I ’d hug you if you’d take two 
minutes more.” 
In their book, “ Facing the 
Brink,” journalists Edward Weintal 
and Charles Bartlett describe L B J’s 
style as it applied to the bombing 
matter: 
“ He took immense pains to hide 
his own thoughts but he wrestled 
constantly with the problem and 
telephoned subordinates at all hours 
to seek answers to fresh misgiv­ 
ings.” 
To us. looking at Johnson from 
the outside, it may sound unreal to 
hear Johnson say he decides only at 
the last minute. In that rare moment 
with Roberts in the spring of 1965, 
Johnson himself said the bombing 
decision (not contingency plan) had 
come four months before action. 
But his rationalization of the 
process may be very real to him. It 
is no surprise he says now he did not 
decide far ahead to mount air strikes 
against North Vietnam. 
Knowing what he says of his deci­ 
sion-making. we must ask fairly 
whether 
he 
saw 
himself 
as 
deliberately deceitful in the 1964 
campaign. By his perhaps blurry 
lights. HAD he chosen to bomb or 
was the choice still to come? John­ 
son may not be Mr. Honor Scout of 
the 1960s. but that question deserves 
subtle judgments rooted 
in 
the 
fullest evidence. 


CBS and its battle with Congress

“ Great cases like hard cases 
make bad law,” Mr. Justice Holmes 
wrote in a 1904 decision. “ For great 
cases are called great, not by reason 
of their real importance in shaping 
the law of the future, but because of 
some accident of immediate over­ 
whelming interest which appeals to 
the feelings and distorts the judg­ 
ment. These immediate interests 
exercise a kind of hydraulic pres­ 
sure which makes what previously 
was clear seem doubtful, and before 
which even well settled principles 
will bend.” 
These words were quoted by Mr. 
Justice Harlan in his dissenting 
opinion in the Pentagon Papers 
case. But they will be of equal validi­ 
ty when the House of Representa­ 
tives takes up the contempt citation 
against the Columbia Broadcasting 
System voted recently by the House 
Commerce Committee, 25-13. If the 
House holds CBS in contempt, then 
the courts will be called upon to pass 
judgment on one issue when a far 
greater issue is involved. 
The facts are these: 
The House Commerce Commit­ 
tee, which holds powers of legisla­ 
tive oversight over the broadcasting 
industry, called on CBS and its pres­ 


ident. Frank Stanton, to supply it all 
the film from which portions were 
culled to make the documentary, 
The Selling of the Pentagon. It is the 
contention of the committee that 
CBS improperly edited the film to 
make an unfair case against the 
Pentagon. 
This point is above argument. 
Enough has been printed in the Con­ 
gressional Record to show that some 
of those seen in the documentary 
seemed to be answering one ques­ 
tion put to them by CBS staffers 
when, in truth, they were answer­ 
ing another. To this extent, CBS 
practiced a deception on television 
viewers. In one instance, an inter­ 
viewee quoting someone else’s 
words was made to seem as if he 
were expressing his own opinion in 
his own words. Whether or not the im­ 
pact of the program would have 
been different had CBS not resorted 
to these practices is still being hot­ 
ly debated. 
It is the contention of CBS that to 
deliver its outtakes—the unused por­ 
tion of film—to Congress would be to 
allow the government to interfere in 
the editorial process, which the gov­ 
ernment is clearly enjoined from do­ 
ing under the First Amendment. If 
this was all that the case involved, 
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'Mommy, why are all these girls wearing boots? 
It's not winter!" 


Nixon weak on 
women's rights

WASHINGTON — Five months 
ago, at the mid-point in his admini­ 
stration, President Nixon decided 
that he ought to do something about 
discrimination in his administration 
against women. 
Since then, the President had 
taken several small but potentially 
promising steps. He appointed a full­ 
time White House recruiter, Bar­ 
bara Franklin, whose sole task is to 
get more qualified women into more 
policy-making jobs. 
He has in­ 
creased the number of high-paying 
supervisory posts held by women 
from 27 to 38 — out of approximately 
1,500 such jobs at the G. S. (General 
Schedule) 16 level or above ($28,129 
a year to start). He has issued a 
presidential directive ordering his 
Cabinet departments to improve 
their record of promoting women 
into top jobs and to submit an action 
plan detailing how they proposed to 
go about it. 
The President’s goal for ex­ 
panded participation by career 
women in governmental decision­ 
making is modest—54 such ap­ 
pointees by the end of the year, or 
merely double the 27 he had when he 
launched his new approach last 
February. 
Considering the resistance from 
male officials who make the hiring 
decisions in government, however, 
perhaps the President is simply 
being realistic. A qualified female 
lawyer, Betty Southard Murphy, has 
apparnetly been vetoed for the post 
of general counsel to the National 
Labor Relations Board primarily 
because 
the 
board’s 
all-male 
members objected to having a 
woman in the post. Secretary of 
Agriculture Clifford Hardin ob­ 
served he was going to promote 
some women in his department, but 
made it quite clear he was doing so 
because of orders by the President. 
The President 
himself, while 
recognizing the need to appoint 
more women to good jobs, does not 
always seem emotionally in sym­ 
pathy with equal rights for women. 
He responded patronizingly to a 
press conference question about 
his views on Women’s Lib by ob- 


serVing he wasn’t going to comment 
on the subject—a noncommittal 
position he would scarcely dare take 
about any other serious economic or 
social development. He once told a 
group of women in Chicago, “ I want 
a woman to be a woman.” 
The First Lady, Pat, failed to 
take a position on the Equal Rights 
for Women Amendment until told 
her husband favored it, and has been 
quoted as saying she didn’t think 
there was really any discrimination 
against career women. Daughter 
Tricia has been outspoken in 
defending the old-fashioned view 
that woman’s place is not out in the 
world but quietly at her husband’s 
side. 


It is not quite clear why the 
President is finally trying to bring 
about 
equal 
employment 
op­ 
portunities for working women in 
the 
federal 
government. 
Un­ 
doubtedly he realized that he was 
not making use of a huge, untapped 
bank of talent. He also took private 
polls during last fall’s campaign 
which told him that women in 
sizable numbers were leaving the 
Republican Party and that he got 
more support from men than from 
women. A Gallup Poll last fall in­ 
dicated that women defected in 
sufficient numbers from the GOP to 
swing several close state races to 
the Democrats. 


For many months, two high- 
ranking 
female 
appointees—Rita 
Hauser, of the United Nations, and 
HEW Assistant Secretary Pat Hitt— 
have been campaigning to have the 
President pay more attention to the 
woman issue. White House Aides H. 
R. Haldeman and John Ehrlichman 
are known to be basically hostile to 
the concept of women in high jobs, 
but their influence is apparently 
neutralized somewhat by that of 
fellow aide, Robert Finch, who has 
taken on the woman issue as one of 
his responsibilities. 
The test of the President’s sin­ 
cerity will be in the results. But at 
least he has given the problem a 
little attention, which is a beginning.

there would be no question as to how 
the courts would rule. The moment 
the government steps into an edito­ 
rial room, the First Amendment is 
dead. 
But as a matter of precedent, the 
Congress—through its creature, the 
Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion—has repeatedly stepped into 
editorial rooms, citing that tenuous 
and bias-laden doctrine of the “ pub­ 
lic interest.” The FCC has the right 
to allocate television channels and 
radio frequencies, under the law. 
And it has repeatedly deprived TV 
and radio stations of their licenses 
on the ground that they have not op­ 
erated in the “ public interest” — 
whatever that may be. 
To those on the left, much of what 
CBS and the major networks broad­ 
cast is in the public interest, where­ 
as what commentators on the right 
have uttered is violative of that in­ 
terest. To those on the right, the op­ 
posite is true. The FCC in short has 
been making subjective value judg­ 
ments. 
(A grim case is pending in Boston 
where WHDH-TV has been denied a 
renewal of its license and its valua­ 
ble channel has been given to oth­ 
ers.) 
The House Commerce Commis­ 


sion. which sits over the FCC, bases 
its demands for the CBS outtakes on 
its regulatory powers in the radio- 
TV industry and on its implied 
guardianship over the public inter­ 
est. But the FCC, when it goes be­ 
yond its role as a technical modera­ 
tor of the airwaves, acts in daily vio­ 
lation of the First Amendment by 
imposing its views of that public in­ 
terest on those who. in their editorial 
judgment, differ. 
The CBS defense, if it ever gets to 
the courts, will be a "great case" in 
Mr. Justice Holmes’s sense, and it 
will exercise much hydraulic pres­ 
sure. But it will be a bad case, too. 
because it will avoid the larger is­ 
sues raised by the arbitrary acts of 
the FCC in regulating free speech 
and free press. There are some who 
may be offended by what CBS or H. 
L. Hunt do with their air time, and 
an argument may be sustained that 
one or the other has acted perni­ 
ciously. But it is the essence of the 
First Amendment that the public in­ 
terest is best served by the airing of 
even the most menicious doctrine. 
The issue is clear, but I doubt that 
the Supreme Court will ever get to it.

It also looked as 
if West had led a club from a 
suit headed by queen-jack. 
May be East should not hav e 
been fooled, but he was. 
Suppose Georg e had not been 
g enerous and had won the first 
club. Would East hav e con­ 
tinued clubs when he g ot in with 
the ace of hearts? Possibly , but 
not certainly . East mig ht well 
hav e fig ured out that Georg e’s 
hand was ex actly what it was 
and led the spade to beat him 
one trick instead of the two that 
G eorg e had risked by his 
g enerosity .

PARIS (AP) — J im Mo rri­ 
so n, lead singer o f The Do o rs 
and a star o f the acid ro ck 
scene, died in Paris last Satur­ 
day and was buried Wednesday 
in Pere Lachaise cemetery . 
The death o f the 27 -y ear-o ld 
entertainer was anno unced ear­ 
ly to day in Lo s Angeles by his 
manager William Siddo ns, and 
co nfirmed by U.S. o fficials in 
the French capital. 
The cause o f death was no t 
giv en o n the o fficial listing, but 
Siddo ns said he "died peace­ 
fully o f natural causes.” 
Siddo ns attended the funeral 
and to o k Mo rriso n’s wife, Pa­ 
mela, back to Lo s Angeles. The 
Mo rriso ns had no children. 
Max Fink, the singer’s per­ 
so nal lawy er, said he had been 
to ld that Mo rriso n suffered ei-
